A total of 39 persons were injured, 
some of them seriously, today when 
the third section of the American Bar 
gssociation’s special train en route 
south from the Seattle national con- 
vention was struck by the southbound 
Cascade Limited at Cortena.

Some of the confusion respecting the 
future of the.champion was dispelled 
tonight by his close friend, Samuel F.

course of study at the Sorbonne. 

Hopes He’s Bettered Boxing. 
“He is sick of the boxing game,” 
said Mr. Pryor, ‘“‘and he has achieved 
what he set out to do—namely: to 
some money. He also hopes 
that his participation in boxing has 
done something toward bettering the 
game, 

‘““When Turney goes abroad next 
month with Mr. Wilder he plans to 
look around a bit and devote himself 
to study. It is likely he will devote 
most of his attention to philosophy. 
He wjjl look over some of the uni- 
versities there, at Munich and at Heli- 
delberg, but it is likely he will en- 
roll at the Sarbonne. He has some 
knowledge of the French, but none of 

“Tunney is doing this, not with any 
idea of another career; but simply to 
complete his education.

Cannon Falis, Minn., July 29.—{Spe- 


cial.J—In the shadow of a monument 
honoring one of the heroes of the 
war which split this country asunder 
sixty years ago, President Coolidge de- 
clared this afternoon: | 

“The day of sectionalism 
passed. We are a united nation.” 

In reviewing the part of Minnesota. 
whence sprang Col. William Colvi:! 
whose memorial was dedicated, the 
chief executive paid high praise to 
the south against which Colvill and 
his depleted regiment fought so des- 
perately at Gettysburg. 

In a short but stirring speech he 
thrust back into the dead years all the 
bitterness and tears of the civil war, 
and argued that this nation was 
welded together into a cohesive whole. 


Pleads Tolerance of Views. : 
Dispassionately, and with typical in 
cisiveness, Mr. Coolidge dealt with 
slavery and state rights, the tw» 
great principles on which that was 
was fought. Freely he asserted that 


has 


because these two fundamentals were _ 


never settled during the youth of the 
United States, and because “able 
minds differed” at a crucial time, an 
unrepressible conflict” ensued. 

Meshed in a web of circumstances 
from which it could not extricate it. 
self, the south, he asserted, must not 
be held entirely to blame for the 
civil war, but was in many ways 
clearly entitled to sympathy. As he 
spoke, a little group of tired, old men,

Draws Economic Lesson.

Rector Tells His Story. 


Yesterday, with his machine parked 
outside his study and with the guards 
on his clerical trousers, he told a little 
of his story. 

“It wasn’t always easy,” he said.

‘OUR POLICY TOWARD 


CHINA. 

Secretary of State Kelloge’s signing of a pre- 
lifeinary treaty of tariff revision with the present 
government of China is an act of intelligent policy 
im the best tradition of American diplomacy. It 
ig strictly consistent with our policy in Chinese 
relations, which ig a policy of wise ae 
amd sincere friendliness. 

. The resentment expressed in Japan and Great 
Britain is quite understandable, but need not con- 
cern us. It would be inexcusable weakness for 


us to involve our policy in the difficulties which 


complicate the policy and action-of Japan and 
other countries in China. We are in no proper 


g@ense obligated to assist any of the powers deal- 


ing with China to advance their interests in that 
country or to enforce their claims upon any Chi- 
nese government. Only upon the assumption that 
the Chinese government is unwilling to deal with 
us fairly or that we are unable to enforce our 
own proper claims would an American government 
be justified in entering into a complicated concert 
with other powers. The duty of our state de- 
partment, which Secretary Kellogg is performing 
with marked vigor and ability, iste act with 
candid and courageous independence in the asser- 
tion of American rights and the practical effectua- 
tion of the American policy of friendly codperation 
with progressive China. Our material interest lies 
solely in establishing mutually profitable commer- 
cla] intercourse with China d obtaining such 
shate in the development of her resources ag a 
representajive Chinese government may assign to 
American enterprise consistently with a faithful 
regard for Chinese welfare. To this end we have 
asserted the policy of the administrative integrity 
of China and the policy of the open door, 

‘But beyond this materia] interest the American 
people have cherished a sincere sympathy for the 
aspirations of enlightened Chinese to liberty and 
modern progress. In these aspirations they can 
count on American aid so far as it can be given 
consistently with our international responsibilities. 

‘We think Secretary Kellogg is following. bril- 
Mantly the ablest and most farsighted of his 
predecessors in their conception of Chinese-Amer- 
icam relations. He has the best American opinion 
to support him and we trust his action will have 
the most favorable influence upon the efforts of 
patriotic Chinese to bring their country out of 
chaos and place her feet on a path of solid 
progress. | | 

The peace of the Pacific and to great extent of 
the world largely depends upon the establishment 
of a well ordered and prosperous Chinese nation, 
and this in great measure depends upon the evo- 

n of a firm and mutually profitable codpera- 
tion between China and the United States. Secre- 
tary Kellogg seems to us to be working with 
courage and foresight to accomplish both.

HOT WEATHER HINTS. 


FAN may add materially to com- 
fort, even though it be worked by 


steamer, or any furnace room, makes 
matters worse except it be placed where 
it can blow cooler outside air against 
the bodies of the workers. 

‘If air is not saturated with moisture, 
a fan is cooling by reason of promoting 
evaporation of sweat. However, if the 
air is saturated with moisture it cannoz 
evaporate sweat and therefore it does 
not cool the body. This is the reason 
fanning adds so little to comfort during 
a rainstorm in summer, or just before 
one. 

If the undergarments are saturated 
with sweat, fanning gives very little 
immediate relief. The spaces in the gar- 
ments are filled with water and air can- 
not pass through. However, on a very 
hot day the wet garments can be dried 
out with a fan and after the spaces have 
been freed from water; in other words, 
after the garments have been partially 
dried, the fanning addq to one’s com- 
fort. 

Indoor and underground workers add 
greatly to their comfort by stripping to 
the buff. Even the lightest garment is 
several degrees hotter than no garment 
at all. 

Sweat that evaporates is cool. But 
Sweat that runs off does not reduce the 
temperature of the body. In fact, by 
filling the spaces in garments, it may 
add to discomfort. 

In very hot weather emall children 
should wear either no garment or just 
a diaper. If a workman is working in 
the open air in the sunshine, he should 
wear enough clothes to shade his skin. 

In hot weather the diet should be light. 
Ali that part of the food which goes to 
the making of heat should be omitted.

30 DEAD, 300 HURT 
IN POLAND; BLAST 
STARTS BIG FIRE 


LODZ, Poland, July 29.—[U.P.J)— 
Thirty persons were believed dead and 
probably 300 injured in an explosion 
which wrecked several large benzine 
tanks, started a great fire, and threw 
the town into panic today. 

_ One hundred homes were damaged 
by the explosion, which was heard for 
many miles around and shook a wide 


area. Fire raged throughout the day, | 


and panic stricken residents of the 
city rushed through the streets, 
ecreamed from windows, and caused 
general disorder. 

Hospitals were crowded with emer- 
gency Cases and temporary accommo 
dations for the injured were arranged. 
Police troops were mobilized to check 
the disordered crowds, but late tonight 
it was impossible to determine the full 
extent of damage.

Washington, D. C., July 29.—[U. P.] 
—New rum boats have appeared off 
the New England coast, the coast 


guard intelligence force has discovered. 


These vessels are of an ocean going 
speed type, unusual in construction 
and built especially for the liquor traf- 
fic. | 
Within the last week more than a 
half dozen boats of the new rum fleet 
have been discovered operating from 
St. Pierre island, a tiny dot in the 
North Atlantic south of New Found- 
land, to the American coast line. 

Increased activity among the liquor 
smugglers had been noted along the 
New England coast for the past 
month. Authorities were puzzled. 
Rum Row had been wiped out and it 
was inconceivable that small speed 
boats could transport such a quantity
